Dosage, Side Effects, Interactions, and Comments 

300 mg bid in combination with other antiretroviral agents. Fatal hypersen- 
sitivity reactions, lactic acidosis. 

0.25mg/kg IVP, then 0.125 mcg/kg/min (max 10 mcg/min) for 12 hrs. 

Thrombocytopenia; possible anaphylaxis on re-exposure in 1 year. 

Initially 25 mg (Vfe tab) tid, then 50-1 00 mg tid with first bite of each meal. 
Delays carbohydrate absorption, modestly reduces glucose. Flatulence, 
bloating, diarrhea common. 

200 mg bid, increase up to 600 mg bid; cardioselective, intrinsic beta- 
activity; less bradycardia at rest 

325-650 mg (1-2 tab) tid-qid; overdose causes hepatotoxicity, renal failure 



Acetaminophen overdose: Initially 140 mg/kg, then 70 mg/kg q4h orally x 
1 7 doses. All 1 7 doses must be given, even if acetaminophen levels have 
declined to non-toxic range. 

25-50 mg qd, full benefit in 2-3 months. Mandatory contraception, 
teratogenic, avoid alcohol and UV light exposure.
